PROMOTERS OF RUSK'S IRON 


BOOM IN 90'S BID FAIR TO 
RECOVER LOSSES THROUGH OIL 


RUSK, June 18.—W)—The iron 


boom In the 90's; oil boom in the 
30's. By a queer trick of fate the 
two have suddenly become Inter- 
woven. The eastern capitalists kho 
promoted the boom city of New 
Birmingham In play for wealth 
from iron now bid fair to recover 
their losses in a way undreamed 
of 
when they purchased thous- 


ands of acres of Cherokee coun- 
ty's ore-encrusted hills. 


The 
discovery well 
in 
what 


promises to be another East Texas 
oil field, is located on land owned 
by the New Birmingham develop- 
ment company, final successor to 
the company which initiated the 
famous iron boom of the late 80's 
and early 90's. 


Colorful tales from the lips of 
those who knew New Birmingham 
ir. its heydey reveal the romance 
and splendor of its meteoric ca- 
reer. 


A. B. Blevins of Birmingham, 


Alabama, came to Cherokee coun- 
ty to sell sewing machines. Driv- 
ing through its rich iron ore dis- 
tricts he visioned a second Bir- 
mingham. Fired by Blevln's en- 
thusiasm, 
Gen. 
Hammond, his 


brother-in-law, 
furnished 
capital 


for the Cherokee Land and Iron 
company 
chartered 
in 1888. 
In 


October the company purchased 
approximately 20,000 acres of se- 
lected iron, mineral and timber 
land two miles east of Rusk and 
said to contain more than enough 
ore to supply fifty furnaces for 
more than fifty years. 


City Sprung; Up 


Blevins went east and secured 


the promise of a group of New 
Yorkers, 
including Robert 
Van 


Wyck and James A. Mahoney, to 
finance the establishment of iron 
industries in the proposed city. A 
year later New Birmingham was 
a city of some 2000 inhabitants 
with graded streets; a street rail- 
way; 
parks and drives; electric 


lights; a brick business district; 
the handsomest railroad 
station 


in the state for its size; schools 
and churches, telegraph and ex- 
press service and a palatial hotel. 
The Southern hotel erected at 
a cost of more than $60,000 was 
the center of New Birmingham's 
gay life. Many a royal dinner and 
dance was stated in its great din- 
ing-hall. Even English lords were 
among its guests. 
New 
Birmingham 
promoters, 


however, soon discovered that the 
east was opposed to any iron de- 
velopment in the south and west 
because of interference with its 
own iron markets. The New York- 
ers then 
went 
to London in 
search of capital. A syndicate of 
Englishmen came over to investi- 
gate the proposition. The result 
was agreement to invest their mil- 
lions In the iron project. 
Trouble Begin* 
Here the trouble began. 
The 
attorneys for the English financ- 
iers warned their clients that the 
Alien land law recently passed by 
th,e Texas legislature, would bar 
their investment. As a last resort 


the New Yorkers staged a great 
banquet at the Southern 
hotel 


with Gov. James Stephen Hogg as 
honor guest. All to no avail. The 
governor stood pat in his attitude 
toward foreign capital. New Bir- 
mingham failed to secure the Eng- 
lish millions. 


Soon afterward the Tassie Belle 


furnace—named for Mrs. Blevins 
—was blown in and the charcoal 
beds and the power plant were 
destroyed by fire. This marked 
the end. People moved away and 
houses fell Into decay. By the be- 
ginning of the 20th century the 
iron queen was numbered among 
Texas ghost cities. For more than 
a quarter of a century after the 
town was 
deserted 
the ornate 


Southern hotel, in charge of a 
caretaker, stood guard over the 
site. It burned March 31, 1926. In 
the construction of the new high- 
way No. 40 the last gaunt brick 
shell, once a high school, was raz- 
ed in 1932. 


Opinions on Failure Differ 
Opinions differ as to the real 


cause of the New Birmingham 
failure. In the heated debate of 
the Hogg-Clark campaign in 1892, 
the Hogg supporters maintained 
it was the Baring brothers fail- 
ure and not the alien land law 
enacted In the first Hogg admin- 
istration. When confronted with 
the panicky conditions of the early 
90's 
the initial financing proved 


inadequate. Herein, many believe, 
lies the basic cause of failure. 
Regardless of which of the as- 


signed causes was the reason for 
the fall of New Birmingham no 
one questions the supply of iron 
ore. 
Periodically leasing has been 


active with a boom just around 
the corner. 
There is much to support the 


theory that development will yet 
come. The discovery of oil and 
gas has solved the fuel problem 
which so fatally hampered past 
endeavors. 


According 
to 
surveyor L. T. 


Moore, formerly a New Birming- 
ham real estate dealer, this new 
fuel can be used in preparing the 
ore for smelting and in all subse- 
quent operations for the manufac- 
ture of iron products. Gas can 
operate the machinery for wash- 
ing impurities from the ore and 
for driving out moisture. In this 
way the ore can be concentrated 
from 50 percent to 75 percent me- 
tallic iron, thereby reducing the 
cost of coke necessary to smelt 
it. Gas also can be used in roll- 
ing mills and foundries. 


Other Essentials Present 
The drilling of oil wells has de- 


monstrated the existence of vast 
lime deposits for fluxing and vast 
coal deposits suitable for making 
coke, the fuel essential to smelt- 
ing. In New Birmingham's day 
lime was shipped from Austin. 
Coke for use in the state's fur- 
nace was brought from West Vir- 
ginia. 


Mr. Moore has long predicted 
the day would come when north- 
ern capital invested in the gas and 
oil business would promote the
